State  Department  officials.  Key 
Congressmen  and  Senators  — 
Javits,  Martin,  Rayburn,  Know- 
land  and  more  —  and  questions 
— and  discussion  —  and  I  was  bur¬ 
dened.  Military  aid*' to  Pakestcjn, 
the1  Bricker  Amendment  Tide- 
lands’  Oil,  Randall  Commission 
Report,'  technical  assistance,  col¬ 
onization,  Macarren  Act,  Kash¬ 
mir,  the  Far  East,  the  Near  East, 
increased  nationalism,  and 
thoughts  —  and  I  was  disturbed. 
“What  do  you  suppose  was  God’s 
reasoh  for  putting  power  in  the 
atom?  —  Enlightened  self  inter¬ 
est —  Immediate  retaliation  — 
Trying  to  turn  America  from  a 
properity  based  on  war  to  a  pros¬ 
perity  based  on  peace”  -t-  and  I 
wondered  more  ... . 

Sessions  of  the  House  and  Sen¬ 
ate,  hearings, ’“silent  session”  in 
House  Unamerican  Activities  Com¬ 
mittee  as  school  teachers  refused 
to  answer  under  the. Fifth  Amend¬ 
ment. 

And  there  were  fellowship 
groups  and  questions  pondered 
early  and  late  with  my  room¬ 
mates  as  we  literally  “curled  up” 
in  our  none  too  spacious  hotel 
room.  And  there  were  lighter  mo¬ 
ments:  seconds  of  free  time  spent 
in  playing  football  on  the  Capi¬ 
tol  “green”,  dinner  at  the  Japanese 
Methodist  Church  and  futile  but 
heroic  efforts  to  manipulate  chop 
sticks,  Dorothy  Nylands’s  admon¬ 
ishment  to  “Get  your  sleep— you 
need  it”  and  gentle  drooping  heads 
in  the  sessions  indicated  she  was 
right,  the 'Strains  of  an  old  song 
changed  to  a  more  appropriate 
“The  More  We  Sit  Together”,  after 
hours  spent  in  the  hotel  Coffee 
Shop  consuming  quantities  of  gin- 
gerale,  lingering  over  ideas  of  the 
day,  and  getting  to  know  the  dele¬ 
gates  as  individuals,  and  getting 
to  know  some  of  them  well— quite 
well — and  I  wondered  .... 

And  the  closing  worship  at  the 
Lincoln  Memorial.  As  I  bowed  my 
head  still  wondering,  thq  words 
of  Mr.  Malik  of  the  Lebanese  Em- 
bassy  spoke  clearly  above  the 
turmoil  of  my  mind:  “There  Is  no 
hope  for  the  world  unless  .  the 
Christians  understand  their  res¬ 
ponsibilities.  I  see  more  hope  in 
the  church  of  this  country  (U.S.) 
than  in  anything  on  the  political 
horizon.  It  ia  important  that 
Christians  understand  what  Christ 
means  and  what  his  will  is  for  the 
world  and  for  individual  Christians 
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It  Must  Be  Her  Brother!

*  proved  conditions  of  his  native 
South  and  then  fought  to  give  the 
United  States  a  declaration  of  che¬ 
mical  independence.
